laying cut gardens, I have distressed the people and wasted prop- 
erty; whether, in the appointment of officers, I have failed to ob- 
tain fit persons, and thereby rendered government vexatious to the 
people; whether the oppressed have found no means of appeal; 
whether the largesses conferred on the afflicted Southern Prov- 
inces were properly applied, or the people left to die in the 
ditches. Prostrate I beg imperial Heaven to pardon my ignorance 
and dulness, and to grant me self-renovation ; for myriads of in- 
nocent people are involved by me, a single man. My sins are so 
numerous, that it is hopeless to escape their consequences. 
" Summer is past and autumn arrived. To wait longer is im- 
possible. Prostrate, I implore imperial Heaven to grant a gra- 
cious deliverance."

SPECIMENS OF JADE 



" Jade is ranked by the Chinese as the most precious of precious 
stones. The material with its finely polished surface and varied 
tones of color is idealized as the quintessence of creation, forged 
from the rainbow into thunder-bolts for the storm-god, to whom 
are attributed the weapons in the shape of jade axes and celts 
which are occasionally laid bare by heavy rain on the surface of 
the ground. It is also the traditional food of the Taoist genii, 
and it is, moreover, endowed by the Chinese with many magic 
and curative properties, as it was by other ancient nations." 
" There are many tints of j ade, including gray-green, sea-green 
or celadon, lettuce-green, grass-green and dark green like boiled 
spinach. Gray nephrites often have a bluish, reddish or greenish 
tinge. In yellow nephrite the yellow is generally of greenish 
tinge. Black jade is usually a nephrite thickly charged with in- 
clusions of chromic iron. Reds and browns are due to impreg- 
nation with iron peroxide, and are considered to denote natural 
stains in the material, or accidental changes of the surface from 
weathering, rather than to be essential colors of jade. Uniform 
grounds of soft tone resembling cream and whey are highly 
esteemed by the Chinese connoisseur, and still more highly a 
pure limpid white compared to mutton fat, in which iron is en- 
tirely absent." 

"The emerald-green jadeite is the typical Chinese fei-ts'ui, an 
archer's thumb ring or bracelet of which may be worth many 
hundred ounces of silver." 

" In the imperial ritual worship of heaven, earth and the four 
quarters, votive objects of jade are always used, arranged after 
an elaborate color symbolism which reminds one of that of the 
ancient Babylonians.- A perforated round symbol (pi) of 
cerulean tint is used in the worship of heaven, an octagonal 
symbol (tsung) of yellow jade for earth, an oblong pointed 
tablet (kuei) of green jade for the east quarter, a tablet in the 
form of half of the last (chang) of red jade for the south, a 
tiger-shaped symbol (hu) of white jade for the west, and a semi- 
circular symbol (huang) of black jade for the north quarter. 
The jade worn by the emperor who officiates as high priest must 
always correspond in color, and so must the silks and the vic- 
tims sacrificed before the altars."— " Chinese Art," by S. W.

" Peking is full of these watches, some genuine enough and many 
spurious. They were made the vogue centuries ago by the clever 
Jesuit priests, when the first disciples of Loyola to come to 
China were playing for kingly stakes in the capital of Cathay, 
and were not ashamed to use any means which their ingenuity 
might discover to delight the Manchu rulers of that day.

More and more were 
brought, until Peking became a storehouse, stocked with this 
specialty. Every one, even to-day, has an example or two of this 
art, if they can afford it." — " Indiscreet Letters from Pekin, a 
Story of the Siege of the Legations in Peking," by B. L. Putham 
Weale.

(A) Hwa Yen Ching in sixty volumes is the most venerated of 
all the Buddhist books in China. The authorship may be 
ascribed to Lung Shu, on the ground that he is said in a Chi- 
nese preface to have discovered it in the " Dragon Palace," and 
first promulgated it as one of the Mahayana Sutras, or books 
of the " Great Vehicle." Of course he could not prefix his name 
to it, because it is essential to a Sutra that it be a discourse of 
Buddha, and as such it was promulgated, probably somewhere 
between u.c. 15 and a.d. 45. It was brought to China about a.d. 
290 by one Fa Ling from Chiang-nan, who travelled extensively 
and brought many Buddhist tracts to China. 

This particular edition was printed during the reign of Wan 
Li of the Ming dynasty, in the year called Ting-yin, which in 
our calendar is the year 1597 a.d. 

(B) The Ta-poa-nie-p'an Ching is also one of the Sutras, and is 
composed of forty-two books. It was the custom of the early 
Hindus, when they established their faith in China, to translate 
their standard works into the native language direct from the 
Sanscrit. Then this translating came to be done also by the 
learned Chinese priests, and the Ta-poa-nie-p'an Ching is one of 
those which was translated from the Hindu by Hsiien Chiang 
about 650 a.d. 

This edition being short several volumes, and particularly as 
the first volumes are lacking, we cannot tell just when it was 
printed.

The Chinese 
name is chin, a character compounded of ' silk ' and ' gold,' be- 
cause, they say, the labor expended makes it as costly as gold." 
" The Chinese emperors gave gifts of rolls of figured silks, as 
in the present day, which is proved by the citation of a notice of 
the presentation of five rolls of brocade with dragons woven upon 
a crimson ground by the Emperor Ming Ti of the Wei dynasty, 
in the year a.d. 238 to the reigning Empress of Japan, who sent 
an embassy to the Chinese court in that year." 
" The floral kingdom supplies the Chinese with some of their 
finest designs in brocaded silks and flowered velvets. The flowers 
always preserve, more or less, their natural forms, and are never 
so widely idealized as in Persian and Saracenic art generally. In 
the famous ' hundred flower ' brocade of the Chinese it is not 
difficult for one conversant with the Chinese flora to identify 
any particular spray in the studied profusion of the floral ground. 
The chrysanthemum and peony are favorite flowers in textile 
art, as well as in the ceramic field, in which Jacquemart has given 
the name chrysanthemo-peonienne to one of his ' families ' of 
decoration."— " Chinese Art," by S. W. Busheix, C.M.G., B.Sc, 
M.D.

" The Chinese are skilful embroiderers, and devote infinite pa- 
tience and ingenuity to the task, stretching the material upon a 
frame which is placed on pivots, the design being first sketched 
on the plain surface. There are many styles of work, with silk 
thread, braid or floss silks, and every variety of stitch, plain or 
knotted; in one of the most- finished styles the design is made 
the same on both sides of the stuff, the ends of the threads being 
neatly concealed." 

" A princess of the T'ang dynasty in the eighth century is recorded 
to have excelled in delicate embroidery. She is said to have 
worked with her needle three thousand pairs of mandarin ducks 
on a single coverlet of brocade, filling in the intervals with fine 
sprays of rare flowers and foliage, thickly strewn throughout with 
beads made of precious stones, a wondrous achievement of daz- 
zling beauty."—" Chinese Art," by S. W. Busheli, C.M.G., B.Sc, 
M.D.

IMPERIAL AND MANDARIN ROBES 

" The embroidered robes worn by the Emperor, the Empress, 
princes, princesses and other court ladies, at the different seasons 
of the year, and on various ceremonial occasions, were all re- 
modelled in the reign of Ch'ien-lung." 

"Colors in China aie emblematical of rank, authority, virtues and 
vices, joys and sorrows. Yellow is the imperial color, assumed 
only by his Majesty and his sons, or the lineal descendants of 
his family. Purple is prescribed by the laws of the Board of 
Rites for grandsons. Green or light blue for princesses. Blue 
indicates official rank of the third or fourth degree. Red is 
a symbol of virtue, especially of truth and sincerity; hence, to 
say a person has a red heart, means that he is without guile; 
this is also the color of the first degree of official rank. The 
Emperor writes his special edicts in vermilion. Proclamations 
offering rewards for the apprehension of offenders are desig- 
nated ' the red flower,' because voluntary services are sometimes 
rewarded by decorating the head with a flower of this color. 
White, as among the ancient Hebrews, is used in mourning, and 
to denote moral purity; it also indicates official rank of a lower 
degree."
